danger of being killed. 


"if ill him! kill him I" cried a hundred 


voices. 
The women who were in the gallery 


•creaincdt and several of them fainted. 
In a moment everything was confusion, 
and friends and enemies alike were 
fighting. Tho sole aim of the Democrats 
was to get King turongk tlie crowd to 
the speaker * desk with the governor's 
veto, and tho Republicans were deter- 
mined to hold him back until 12 o'clock, 
at which time tho house would adjourn 
nine tlie.

Is Aliened to Be Good When

There is a dish dear to every Prus- 


sian's heart, which may be, however, 
absolutely now iu this country. All 
Germane may not kuow it, as it is not 
mado iu south Germany except in iso- 
lated cases. Beer is not its chief ingre- 
dieut, but it plays an important part in 
tbe makeup. 


The dish is known as beerflsh, and 


the German carp, praised of epicures, is 
herein treated in a in aimer worthy of 
the fish. It must bo made with half 
beer, or, in the absence of this, with 
weias beer and porter. The fish is cut, 
not in half, like a shad, but in sections 
or squares. Three or four cuts across 
the fish are all that is necessary. Of 
course the fish must bo cleaned. 


A large glazed pot is used. A layer of 


large oiiioim is placed on the bottom of 
the pot. On this aro sprinkled various 
spices; then a layer of a substance call- 
ed fish pfefferknchen, which has more 
or less fish substance in it and can bo 
procured at any German grocery or deli- 
catessen store; then a layer of sliced 
lemon; then carp. This ierepeated until 
the pot is full. 


A layer of ouious is placed on top and 


beer is poured into the whole mass until 
all the interstices are filled. It is cook- 
ed for 20 minutes over a slow fire, mean • 
time adding a spoonful of vinegar ami 
another of sugar. JBeerflsh is delicious 
when it is cooked and served steaming 
hot. But its good qualities do not end 
here, for after it ia oold IE offers allure- 
ments which make it hard to decide 
which way it tastes bettor, hot or oold,
